DCPENDCNT UPON CONDITIONS. 


BRYAN says of the silver issue: " No man 
can say bow important a part the money 


question will .play in the next campaign. 
That will 


depend on conditions. But various phases of the 
money question are constantly presenting them- 
selves, and the Democratic party ought not to re- 
cede from its position on this question, although 
other questions may be of more importance for the 
time being." 


Mr. Bryan is right The importance, or rather 


the prominence of the silver question will depend 
entirely upon the conditions at that time. He is 
also comet in bis declaration that the Democratic 
party will never recede from tbe position taken in 
the Chicago and Kansas City platforms, which, in 
fact, is the position occupied by a large majority of 
the party since the demonetization of silver in 1873. 
But there are right times and wrong times in which 
to exp|oit even a principle conceded to be right. 
No one will deny that "tariff for revenue only" is a 
cardinal principle of the Democratic party, and yet 
there have been hundreds of Democratic State con- 
ventions held in which there was no allusion to 
that subject, for the reason that other issues at the 
time, if not of greater importance, were command- 
ing more general attention, and no good and much 
harm might be done to the then prominent issues 
by the introduction of a subject which was not re- 
pudiated but for the time permitted to remain in 
abeyance awaiting more favorable conditions to 
push it to the front. Even a number of Democratic 
national conventions within the last half century 
Have for the same reason laid no stress upon the 
tariff question, but that by no means indicated the 
repudiation of the principle, as was abundantly 
proven by the declarations of .subsequent conven- 
tions. 


While it is admitted that there are men in the 


Democratic party who do not agrae with the ma- 
jority upon the financial question, it was the same 
in regard to the tariff issue, but the minority never 
caused the main body to swerve from a straight- 
forward course, while the dissenters upon that 
single question were held in line and their services 
utilized in promoting other principles of the party 
of perhaps equal importance. The'late Sam Ran- 
dall was not in harmony with 'bis party upon the 
matter of tariff revenue, and yet he was an ardent 
and brilliant advocate of ail of its other tenets and 
principles, and his general course and splendid 
ability so inspired the confidence of his Democratic 
associates that they several times elected him to the 
speakersbip of the House of Representatives. 
And 


who will say that either principle or policy dictated 
his banishment from the party, or that the prin- 
ciples of Democracy would haye been better sus- 
tained if his seat in the House had .been occupied 
by a Republican who was opposed to every prin- 
ciple excepting one that was advocated by the 
Democratic member? It is true that Mr. Randall, 
unlike some of the gold standard Democrats, never 
permitted his dissent upon the one question to 
effect his loyalty to the main body of the Demo- 
cratic faith. 
But there-were thousands of other 


Democrats who disagreed with the majority uporr 
the financial issue \ ho or the sake of the others 
most vigorously supported the national tickets in 
1896 and 1900, and they certainly are entitled to 
such consideration as their loyalty merits.

Newlands is reported to have said, " Perha.p next 
time the demand for silver coinage will come from 
the other side of the water," which remark was 
prompted by tbe fact that Europe is beginning to 
feet the dimhration of the flow of gold to her mints, 
caused by the war in South Africa.' If the election 
was to come off this fall, unquestionably imperial- 
ism, trusts, militarism and tariff would comprise the 
main issues, and silver would tioT occupy a con- 
spicuous place in either of the 'national platforms. 
But in three years there may be many changes. 
One thiatg may be regarded as certain: The Dem- 
ocratic party will never repudiate bimetalLsm, but 
will always hold itself in readiness to bring it to the 
front whenever the conditions indicate a reasonable 
prospect for success.

portation routes and. the facilities for doing business 
such as civilized communities must have to meet 
competition and tolerable comfort, which conditions 
must be awaited. In other. States, and especially in 
Nevada, railroad and government land are to be had 
at original prices, but these must be paid for at stip- 
ulated rates though exceedingly low. But in these 
there are none of the elements of chance, and hence 
the preference.
